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DETAILED ACTION 



1 : This action is responsive to communications: Original Application filed 9/26/2001 . 
2, Claims 1-14 are pending. Claims 1, 9 and 13 are independent claims. 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



4. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112; second paragraph as claim 14 depends on 
claim 15, however there is no claim 15. It is unclear to the examiner the dependency of claim 14. 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was pujilished under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



6. Claims 1-lSare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Estrada et 



al. (herein after Estrada) U.S. Patent No. 6,594,664 Bl filed 1/4/2000. 

In regard to independent claim 1, Estrada discloses creating a static web page;

creating a database coupled to a computer network and adapted to store content data and 
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presentation logic separately; populating said database with content data and presentation logic 
(Estrada Col 9 Lines 10-32 i.e. Domino database store content data which are the collections of 
data items, and store the templates for filing the content data which are considered as 
presentation logic of data items when delivering said content data to user where the Domino 
databases are connected to the network and Col 10 Lines 1-15 i.e. creating a web site); 
establishing an activator capable of querying said database for said content data and said 
presentation logic when said web page is called, said activator being adapted for combining said 
content data and presentation logic; and generating source code from said combined content 
data and presentation logic, said source code being adapted for use by a browser in displaying 
said content in accordance with said presentation logic as part of said web page. (Estrada Col 9 
Lines 17-32 i.e. when the web client requests a document, the HTTP passes the request to the 
Domino database to retrieve the requested document in HTML format and Col 8 Lines 17-32 i.e. 
in response to the request from the web client, the requested document in HTML format is 
delivered to the client; it was well that the HTML format of the document includes HTML code 
generated capable of being interpreted by a web browser). 

In regard to dependent claim 2, Estrada discloses further comprising the step of 
providing a user interface to said database so that said database can be populated with values of 
said presentation logic, (Estrada Col 9 Lines 47-57 i.e. a user interface enabling an owner to get 
values entered into the database via executing commands in the URL) 

In regard to dependent claim 3, Estrada discloses further comprising the step of 
providing a user interface to said database so that said database can be populated with values of 
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said content data. (Estrada Col 9 Lines 47-57 i.e. a user interface enabling an owner to get values 
entered into the database via executing commands in the URL) 

In regard to dependent claim 4, Estrada discloses further comprising the step of placing 
a script within a web page that queries said database for presentation logic when said web page 
is requested. (Estrada Col 10 Line 59 to Col 11 Line 38 i.e. executing the specific commands 
within the /URL received from the requesting user means executing scripts included in the 
requested web page of the received URL). 

In regard to dependent claim 5, Estrada discloses wherein said activator is adapted to 
execute a script within said requested web page, said adaptor querying said database in 
executing said script. (Estrada Col 13 Line 37-63 i.e. executing the commands within the 
requested web page for creating a new document means executing the scripts within the 
requested web page since the commands include in the web page are scripts and Col 8 Lines 39- 
58 i.e. network adapter) 

In regard to dependent claim 6, Estrada discloses wherein said establishing step is 
achieved using a browser-based software application. (Estrada Col 8 Lines 17-32 i.e. in response 
to the request from the web client, the requested document in HTML format is delivered to the 
client; it was well that the HTML format of the document includes HTML code generated 
capable of being interpreted by a web browser). 

In regard to dependent claim 7, Estrada discloses wherein said populating step is 
achieved using a browser-based software application. (Estrada Col 8 Lines 17-32 i.e. in response 
to the request from the web client, the requested document in HTML format is delivered to the 
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client; it was well that the HTML format of the document includes HTML code generated 
capable of being interpreted by a web browser). 

In regard to dependent claim 8, Estrada discloses wherein said generating step 
generates code in HTML format (Estrada Col 9 Lines 20-36) 

In regard to independent claim 9, Estrada discloses a database adapted to store content 
data and presentation logic for a web site, said database coupled to a computer network; means 
for populating said database with content data and presentation logic; query means in 
operational connection with said database for querying said content data and said presentation 
logic corresponding to a web page in said web site in response to a request for said web page 
(Estrada Col 9 Lines 10-32 i.e. Domino database store content data which are the collections of 
data items, and store the templates for filing the content data which are considered as 
presentation logic of data items when delivering said content data to user where the Domino 
databases are connected to the network and Col 10 Lines 1-15 i.e. creating a web site); and 
source code generation means in operational connection with said query means for generating 
source code in response to receipt of content data and presentation, logic retrieved by said query 
means from said database, said code being capable of interpretation by a web browser. (Estrada 
Col 9 Lines 17-32 i.e. when the web client requests a document, the HTTP passes the request to 
the Domino database to retrieve the requested document in HTML format and Col 8 Lines 17-32 
i.e. in response to the request from the web client, the requested document in HTML format is 
delivered to the client; it was well that the HTML format of the document includes HTML code 
generated capable of being interpreted by a web browser).

In regard to dependent claim 10, Estrada discloses coding means for generating and 
entering presentation logic; and content means for entering content data. (Estrada Col 9 Lines 
17-32 i.e. when the web client requests a document, the HTTP passes the request to the Domino 
database to retrieve the requested document in HTML format and Col 8 Lines 17-32 i.e. in 
response to the request from the web client, the requested document in HTML format is 
delivered to the client; it was well that the HTML format of the document includes HTML code 
generated capable of being interpreted by a web browser)(Estrada Col 9 Lines 47-57 i.e. a user 
interface enabling an owner to get values entered into the database via executing commands in 
the URL) 

In regard to dependent claim 11, Estrada discloses an email system adapted for 
creating an email message having a text box; and means for entering said source code into said 
text box of said email system. (Estrada Col 31 Lines 1-11 i.e. email system for sending data and it 
is know for an email system to have a text box for the user of the system to fill in text and data) 

In regard to dependent claim 12, Estrada discloses wherein said database is adapted to 
house content data and presentation logic for a plurality of web sites including a requested web 
site and said query means queries said database for said content data and said presentation 
logic corresponding to said requested web site. (Estrada Col 9 Lines 1-16 i.e. Domino database 
contains templates, which are presentation logic for documents in the websites)(Estrada Col 10 
Lines 1-14 i.e. "a template for creating a web site" implies that the content data should be 
entered to the template for generating the web site, and "input files directly to the site" shows the 
content data is entered to the database). 
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In regard to dependent claim 13, Estrada discloses addressing an email message, said 
email message having a text box; accessing Source Code for a Web page; obtaining a copy of 
said source code; copying said source code into said email message text box; and sending said 
email. (Estrada Col 31 Lines 1-1 1 and Col 32 Lines 52-57 i.e. email system for sending data and 
it is know for an email system to have a text box for the user of the system to fill in text and data 
such as source code) 

In regard to dependent claim 14, Estrada discloses further comprising the step of

verifying the completeness of all links in said source code. (Estrada Col 30 Lines 50-67 i.e. final 
approval of data)
